W ESCAPE 
PENALTIES. 


Hard Times for Murderers and 
Robbers in Los Angeles 
County. 


For the five years during 
which Capt. John D. Fredericks 
has been District Attorney there 
have been ‘sixty-three trials of 
persons charged with murder in 

‘the first degree in this county, 
as shown by a statement is- 
sued yesterday. Of these five 
have been sentenced to death, 
fourteen to life imprisonment, 
ten have been acquitted, and 
nine charges were dismissed for 
lack of evidence. There are three 
prisoners awaiting trial. The 
other twenty-two murderers 
received sentences of from thir- 
ty-five years down. 

The record for trials upon the 
charge of robbery during this 
time shows eighty-six, out of 
which have been secured fifty- 
one convictions with sentences 
for the most part of from fif- 
teen to twenty years—two 
for life. Only six were found 
not guilty, twenty-one cases 
were dismissed; one respondent 
forfeited his bail, one committed 
suicide, and there are six trials 
pending. 

The most sensational murder 
trials in which acquittals were 
found were those of Charles 
Temple, M. M. Melrose and Es- 
telle Corwell. Ot the five con- 
victions in which death was the 
penalty, the trials of Dan F. 
Meskil and Morris Buck were 
the most noteworthy.

Orange Blossom Strike. 


Tt is reported that an important strike 
was made in the 200-foot. level of the 
Orange Blossom mine Re

MONROVIA, Feb. —Coineident 
with the improvement in financial con- 
ditions is the resumption of intensive 
agricultural development of the big 
tract of dry land south of Monrovia.

And as the other man 
looked at me, and waited like a patient 
dun at the door, for a reply, I had to 
answer, on the impulse of the moment, 
“Who says they haven'te“ That was 
long ago, t as I have a profound 
reverence fo impulse, and a deep 
reoted conviction that what is calle 
“calm reflection“ is only another name 
for “politics,” I have ever since stood 
by the Impulse. And indeed I was con- 

rmed in the sanity of the impulse at 
the time, because the other man, re 
plying to my counter-question, said, 
“Why, Everbody.” And I have long 
known that “Everybody,” as an au- 
thority, was a snare, a delusion, and a 
fraud, whose evidence is never ad- 
mitted into any court in Christendom. 
I know of but one public prevaricator 
who is his equal in shameless and 
evasive meéndacity, and that is his 
brother, “They Say.” Long, long ago, 
a King and a Judge in Israel, in an 
impulsive decision upon the characters 
of these two oft- quoted and discredited 
witnesses, wrote, “I said in my haste, 
all men are Hars, meaning, I am con. 
fident, that when “Everbody” is 
quoted as a witness, the story is false, 
unless there be specific corroborating 
testimony. The verdict of the ages has 
sustained the righteousness and truth 
of the declaration made in royal haste, 
and this again confirms my confidence 
in the wisdom of the impulse. For 
the impulse is the inspiration. Reflec- 
tion is fallible human wisdom amend- 
ing the impulse. When, therefore, no-
